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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this 
application because the current draw is unreadable. Applicant is advised to employ the 
services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The "effective references" are not clearly defined in the specification. 

It is unclear which "circuitry" having the claimed function are intended. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Muri et al. 
(5,438,694). 

Muri et al. (Fig. 1 ) disclose a pulse-width modulated circuit comprising: a voltage 
divider (104, 106) and supply (Vdd) which can be read as effective references; and load 
(136/132) between nodes (138, 140) and elements connected to each nodes (138, 140) 
can be read as a circuitry for summing, wherein drivers (116, 148) control switches 
(118, 128, 144, 146). Regarding claim 2, the supply (Vdd) and voltage divider (104, 106) 
are independent. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-5 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 3-5 call for, among others, a data separator, and circuitries for modulating 
first and second references. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 

applicant's disclosure. The additional reference (Kirn (6,535,058)) shows further 

analogous prior art circuitry.
